There are those in Britain, os 
well av in the soft currency bloc 
of Western Europe, who have 
hailed the amended time-table 
with delight ond i the hone that 
this is the last that may be heard 
of the word “convertibility” in 
this gencratlion, They are far 
greater encmics of sterling and of 
the British cconomy than are 
those who counselled the earlier 
dash for convertibility. If that 
dash had proved unsuccessful it 
would always have been possible 
to halt and go back—with some 
loss admittedly, but no irremedi- 
oble damage. : 

But the damage done to 
sterling by the other extremists 
is far more fundamental and more

THE FUTURE 


In thot light) what hope $s} 


there of seeing cenvertibility 
realised “in our time’? Tt de- 
pends on the answers to the ques- 
tions implied —in_.the _Common- 
wenlth Plan now de¢ing con- 
sidered by Western Europe and 
the United States. 

Are the “soft currency” 
countries prepared to toughen 
thelr domestic policies to the 
point at which thelr resources 
ure-no longer sucked into: the 
whirlpool of their own Inflation? 
Are the creditors notably the 
United States, prepared to be- 
have os they should in their im- 
port and lending policies? 

Are the countries concerned 
prepared to use their capital re- 
sources to develop the materials 
and the food the world needs, in- 


stend of frittering them ony 


uncconomle development? Will 
it be possible to revivify the in- 
tornationa) institutions which 
should be providing’ the founda- 
tlon of international credit which 
must be available to underpin a 
return to convertibility of 
currencies? 

It miy scem rashly optimistic 
to suggest affirmative answers to 
all these questions; but not if ace 
count be taken of the fact that 
the true dollar gap is steadily 
narrowing — vs the appended 
figures show. Within — these 
totals the European dollar de- 
ficit has declined steadily from 
about $7,000m, in 1947 to about 
$270m. in the first half of 1952 
and to a probable surplus in the 
second half of the year.

Eggieston), said 
that, on February 12 Lee entered 
into the house of Mr Li Leung- 
nan an ‘Island Road by removing 
a pone of ginss ‘from a bathroom 
window and then stole 62,214 
worth of property. most of which 
was jewellery. His finger-priots 
were ffound-on a_ jewellery box 
in the ‘house. The oniy pro- 
party recovered was $10 worth— 
a copper necklace, a rosary anda 
fountain pen mhich he did not 
ATs iat eis ei gs ely 
On the night of March 26/27 
Lee broke into the house of Mr 
A. S. Hill in Headland Road by 
removing a pane of glass from 
the veraniah window.

_ , Pleading that appellant’s offence was a political rather ‘than a 

criminal one, Mr A. J. Clifford, Counsel for Chiang Hing-wah, appealed 
against Chiang’s sentence for unlawful possession of arms and ammunition __ 

before the Full Court, comprising the Chief Justice (Sir Gerard Howe) and 

the Senior Puisne Judge (Mr Justice E. H. Williams) this morning... .. 

‘ Appellant, 30, formerly of the ss Nidar, was sentenced by Judge 

_R. W. S. Winter on March 3 last to five years and 12 strokes of the cane, 


to unlawful possession of six automatic pistols 
and 98 rounds of ammunition found on board the ship. “i

Mr Clifford, who was ine 
structed-by Mr R.F.G. Dennis, 
submitted that the case agalnst 
appellant should never haye 
been brought, ‘that it should 
have been treated as ao polltical 
offence and that appellant 
should have’ been banished 
together with two other per- 
sons jointly charged, but never 
{rled, on the same offence with 
him. 

The Full Court set aside the 
order for-the 12 strokes but 
confirmed the sentence of five

Mr Simon Li, Crown Counsel, 
appeared for the Crown, and 
Det.

Mr Clifford said that appellant

The Chief Justice remarked 
that that would be the case if 
these persons came over in 
uniform. 

Agrecing with | his Lertdship, 
Counsel said that persons cacried 
out spying activities Ina meutral 
country during wartime, but 
not against that country, adding: 
‘there is nothing that one could, 
I think, do about ‘it; that one 
should stand aside.” 

Mr Justice Williams remark- 
ed that so long as. they ob¢yed 
the laws of the count :
